Translation 


From S. in Vienna we received the following additional information regard- 
ing Iryney. 


(Excerpt from letter) "Iryney does not willingly discuss his past, 
except perhaps with those he trusts. Give him special attention because 
he had many friends to whom he has already written, hut some of them think 
much like Osyp Tiushko and it would not be good if he fell under their in- 
fluence. What is more, I have delicately explained the situation to him 
and almost all his sympathies are with you, in general with you (your 
people). Therefore, it is necessary to keep up his morale (and one should 

also not forget about his material needs) If you wish to learn 

something from him, you must have his complete trust.. You personally 

or whomever you send to him, already have this (trust)." 

later on in the letter from S. there is this about Iryney's past: 

"When Iryney fell prisoner in 1944, he posed as an Austrian, le was be- 
trayed to the Bolsheviks by Vasile Bernak (ithink he came from the village 
of Dashavy.) from the (Ukrainian) Division. Be exposed ID of our boys in 
addition to Iryney. Because of this, one^LAHDZA or IABUDA - a cook, left 
his wife and two ch i ldren in Krynytsia| and hung himself. ZHUBAVCHIK, Ivan 
from DROBOBICH beat up BERNAK. Iryney travelled throughout the entire 
Ukraine. He was first sentenced to 10 years (death sentence was reduced to 
10 years). After having served his sentence he returned to the Ukraine, but 
not finding it convenient to live overtly, he wandered about. In 1956 he 
was again sentenced to 8 years and was freed in i960 at the request of 
Dr. Sherf, Austrian president. ..... .Among others, the provocateur BERNAK also 

received a ten years sentence.”
